Applicant's election of claims 1 1-15 in the reply filed on 7/25/03 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)).

Claims 11-15 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

• Each turn of the second wire touching two turns of the first wire, where both 
wires are wrapped in the same direction, in combination with the remaining 
claimed limitations as called for in claim 1 1 (claims 12-15 would be allowable for 
the same reasons since it is dependent on claim 1 1). The prior art of (JP 20- 
85181) teaches that after the first coil is wrapped around the core, it is coated with 
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an electron-emitting substance and then is dried to firmly adhere the substance to 
the first coil and then the second coil is wrapped around the first coil, suggesting 
that the two coils do not directly touch either as claimed in claim 1 1 . The prior art 
of (JP 59-171447) does not teach the limitation of each turn of the second wire 
touching two turns of the first coil.
